short description of the same, feeling assured
that it will prove of interest, to their numerous
friends in the States. The foundation of the
vault is three feet below floor of the basement
story, and built up of solid masonry, eight feet
in thicknesw, until it reaches tho first story or

.office. The walls of the vault are then two feet
thick, and bars of steel, one inch square, are laid

at distances of four inches throughout tho en-ti- ro

work, so that the whole masonry must be
.removed before the interior of the safe is expos
ed. The entrance is covered with two massive
doors of boiler iron, one quarter of an inch in
thickness. Tho outer door is first locked in the
same manner as the inner door; then, by turn

iinga small knob that appears on the outside,
seven bolts are thrown into a strong steel plate
on each side of tho vault. Those bolts are se- -

curely fastened in tho centre of the outside door,
Inside, they have a Rteel chest, which is impen-

etrable to burglars' drills and saws. In this
chest they deposite their treasure, and to it are
two locks of exquisite workmanship, which
would seem to defy the most skilful attempt
from without, except witn proper Keys. Alio
gether, the affair is perfect.
